Tt may, at this time, be pertin:

commercial intercourse. The 
system worked reasonably well ia 
the nineteenth century and it, is 
difficuit tu see what other device 
could have made even restricted 
commercial intercourse — passible 
between two civilisations so pro- 
foundly different in their ideas of 
the: nature of law and organisa- 
tion of .socicty. It was only 
when the Chinese conception of

The only represenration on this 
matter that we received related 
rather to the form than to the 
vperation, of ‘the sick leave 
rules.
